OUT-OF-STATE INSURERS WHO BECOME DOMESTIC INSURERS — TRANSFER TAX
ELIMINATED

S.FE 260

AN ACT eliminating the transfer tax imposed on insurers organized in other states who elect
to become domestic insurers in Iowa.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. Section 508.12, unnumbered paragraph 1, Code 2011, is amended to read as
follows:

An insurer which is organized under the laws of any state and has created or will create
jobs in this state or which is an affiliate or subsidiary of a domestic insurer, and is admitted
to do business in this state for the purpose of writing insurance authorized by this chapter
may become a domestic insurer by complying with section 490.902 or 491.33 and with all
of the requirements of law relative to the organization and licensing of a domestic insurer
of the same type and by des1gnat1ng its pr1nc1pal place of busmess in th1s state%dw
